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This is in response to the "Statement Of Facts In Support Of Filing On Behalf Of 
Nonsigning Inventor (37 C.F.R. § 1.47) and accompanying papers filed on 27 October 2003. 



DISCUSSION 

Submission Under 37 CFR 1.42 

In a decision mailed on 05 September 2003, the submission under 37 CFR 1.42 filed 
on 19 November 2002 was dismissed without prejudice because the declaration was 
defective. Specifically, it had been altered by modifying Neil Stoodley's postal code, and it 
did not state Keith Stoodley's relationship to deceased inventor Neil Stoodley, and did not 
state Keith Stoodley's citizenship, residence and mailing address (nor were his residence, 
mailing address and relationship stated on the accompanying application data sheet). 
Petitioner has now filed a new declaration and application data sheet which cure these 
defects. Accordingly, it would now be appropriate to grant relief under 37 CFR 1.42. 



Petition Under 37 CFR 1.47 

In a decision mailed on 05 September 2003, the petition under 37 CFR 1.47 filed on 
19 November 2002 was dismissed without prejudice because it was not clear that non-signing 
joint inventor Stella Collins had refused to execute a declaration after being presented, with 
the declaration and a complete copy of the application, and because the declaration was not 
acceptable in that the request for relief under 37 CFR 1.42 had not been granted. The instant 
renewed petition is accompanied by documentary evidence including a letter from Angus 
Nicol, an agent of Ms. Collins, dated 28 October 2002 which states in part that "she has 
advised me she is unwilling to complete..." the "documents," but that "Ms. Collins would be 
willing to execute the documents subject to receipt of proper compensation for her time and 
subject to the recommendation of an independent legal advisor appointed by her." On the 
basis of the totality of the evidence now of record, including Mr. Nicol's these statements, it 
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would now be appropriate to grant relief under 37 CFR 1.47(a). 



DECISION 



The papers under 37 CFR 1 .42 are ACCEPTED . 
The petition under 37 CFR 1.47 is GRANTED .
